How Fishes Breathe, 

By means of their gills fish breathe 
the air dissolved in-water. The oxygen 
consumed by them is not that which 
forms the chemical constituent of the 
water, but that contained in_the air 
which is digsolved in the water, Fishes 
transferred to water from which the 
air has been driven out by a high-tem- 
perature or in which the air absorbed 
by them 1s not-replaced are son suffo- 
cated. They require aerated water to 
maintain life and they take it in con- 
stantly through their mouths and expel 
it through their gills, retaining the air. 
It follows that if the water in a lake 
should be completely cut off from con- 
tact with the air long enough to ex- 
haust the supply of air the fish in the 
lake would die. It would take a severe 
and pretty long continued freeze to 
accomplish this, but it might happen 
and doubtless has frequently happened 
visi a small body of water.—St. Nicho-

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THE SUCCESSFUL COW. 


That Indicate a 
Dairy Animal. 
The three essentials for a successful 
dairy cow are vigor, capacity for food 
and well developed organs for milk 
production. The cow must have a good 
breathing apparatus, indicated by a 
large nostril, 
width across the floor of the chest. 
Good width bere and good girth indi- 
cate a good heart. The eye is also in- 
dicative of strength and good physical 
condition, as well as temperament. A 
strong nerve system is also needed. 
This may be tested by running the hand 
along the top line of the cow in the re- 
gion of the chine to find out if this fs 
open, indicating that she has good pro- 
tection and ample room for the spinal 
cord to run In. She also must have 
large organs of digestion. The good 
dairy cow usually is wide in the fore- 
head, the face dished between the eyes 
with a strong under jaw. The head 
should be of medium length. She 
should have wide, open, well sprung 
ribs. The hips should be wide apart

and level. In the conformation of the 
thighs and legs there should be ample 
udder room. 

The hdder itself should commence 
well up and extend along the under 
line until it gradually blends with it, 
thus insuring the greatest capacity. 
The veins should be prominent, indi- 
eating a large amount of blood circu- 
lation. The milk vein which extends 
from the udder along the under side of 
the abdominal wall should be large, 
crooked and long. These veins bear a 
direct relation to the milk secreted. 

In addition to these general charac- 
teristics a breeder may desire distin- 
guishing breed characteristics and uni- 
formity of type in his herd. 

A happy combination of pedigree 
and selection of the animal is what is 
needed by the breeder. The more ani- 
mals ong has of high breeding quality 
fin the Adlstes the less likelihood one 
has of bringing together two low pro- 
ducing character’ and getting as a re- 
sult an animal of low production. It 
is generally conceded tbat the influ- 
ence of parents in heredity is 50 per 
cent, of the grandparents 25 per cent 
and of the great-grandparents but 12.5 
per cent. Thus an animal that is re- 
moved six or seven generations from 
another animal under consideration 
has but small infuence.—Professor P. 
A. Campbell, Maine Experiment Sta- 
tion. 


The Dairy Herd. 

A man's dairy herd will be just what 
his ideas of a dairy herd are, If he 
gives the herd no thought it will be a 
poor herd with small producing abil- 
ity. It is the amount of thought and 
applied energy that causes a man to 
rise above the average, whether in 
dairying or wheat or corn growing. A 
dairy herd can’t be built up by grow- 
ing and hauling feed alone. The man’s 
mind and the things the mind only can 
do will improve the herd. These col-

own, A very simple way of prepar- 
Ing a harmless rouge Is by tinting a 
portion of a tried and true cold cream 
with carmine.

If a poisonous ting 
is used where a minute break in the 
skin of the face or lips is pres- 
evt it Is Hable to result disastronus- 
ly, causing blood polsoning or chron- 
ic skin disease. A vegetable or 
fruit carmine powder worked into 
cold cream (not the disappearing 
| kind) until evenly distributed and 
| placed In a rouge box 1s a safe and 
delightful toilet adjunct and a benefit 
to the skin rather than an Injury. By 
mixing equal portions of faintly pink 
| face powder and pure rice powder a 
wonderfully transparent blush tint is 
obtained. White, as a rule, shows 
plainly against the skin, especially if 
the complexion inclines toward ivory. 
Pink has the equally undesirable 
quality of causing a natural flush to 
appear almost florid, besides giving 
a note of artificiality to the face. By 
blending the two and applying the re- 
sult with a piece of soft white velvet 
a clear, flesh tone becoming to almost 
every complexion is acquired.
